LOUISVILLE GAS AND ELECTRIC COMPANY’S MOTION 

TO EXTEND FILING OF REBUTTAL TESTIMONY 

 

Louisville Gas and Electric Company (“LG&E”) pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 5 

moves the Commission to enter an order extending the time to file rebuttal testimony following 

the  Commission’s disposition of Louisville/Jefferson County Metro Government’s (“Louisville 

Metro”) Motion to Compel and Suspend the Procedural Schedule. 

The Commission’s February 27, 2017 Order revised the procedural schedule to require 

the parties to file simultaneous rebuttal testimony on or before April 21, 2017.  On April 20, 

2017, the day before the rebuttal testimony deadline, Louisville Metro filed a motion to compel 

regarding a discovery response LG&E answered on April 7.  The motion further requests a 

suspension of the procedural schedule because Louisville Metro alleges it is unable to properly 

address the issues LG&E has raised.
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LG&E will file a response objecting to Louisville Metro’s motion to compel in 

accordance with 807 KAR 5:001, Section 5(2).  Given Louisville Metro’s request to suspend the 

procedural schedule and the Commission’s order that rebuttal testimony be filed simultaneously, 

LG&E requests that the Commission extend the time to file rebuttal testimony until the 

Commission has ruled on the motion to compel.
